WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Impetus was 
®iven today to the movement to reor- 
@anize the system of party control in 
the Senate, because of action taken by 
Senator Medill McCormick of Illinois, 
Chairman of the Republican Senatorial 
Campaign Committee, which managed 
the campaigns of party candidates for 
the Senate this year. <A letter written 
Py Mr. McCormick to Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Republican leader of the Senate, 
and made public by Mr. McCormick's 
political Secretary, proposes that the 
practice of choosing Chairmen of Sen- 


ate committees by the rule of seniority | 
of service be abandoned, that the Re- | 


publican ‘‘ steering committee"’ of the 
Benate be reorganized, and that Jegis- 
lative programs shall be determined by 
conference between the steering commit- 
tees of both Senate and House} 

Senator McCormick’s proposals are 
¥evolutionary in Senate procedure. They 
are in line with the agitation of years 
for a democratization of Senate control, 
which, however, never has taken defi- 
nite shape, except in some sporadic in- 
'gtances that flickered out almost in the 
making. That some of the McCortnick 
suggestions may take root is likely—if 
not in the few months remaining of the 
present Congress, certainly in the next 
Géngress, when the balance of power in 
the Senate and House will be held by 
Republicans opposed to present condi- 
tféne of party control. 

Mr. McCormick is now on his way to 
Burope. His letter to Senator Lodge is 
paid to have been written prior to his 
Geparture and left for communication to 
mewspapers after the elections. He was

tests for the Senate and House. 
McCormick’s Letter to Lodge. 

Benator McCormick’s letter to Senator 
Lodge, undated in the copies furnished 
te the press, reads as follows: 

Dear Senator Lodge: 

You know that I was greatly disap- 
pointed not to see you in Massachu- 
getts before sailing to Europe, there 
to see my mother and to make some 
study of economic conditions. I wanted 
to talk with you again upon the ur- 
gency of putting aside the rule under 
which the chairmen of the Senate 
committees are chosen by reason of 
their seniority of service on the com- 
mittees, and for no other reason, and 
to talk with you, too, about the con- 
stitution of a steering committee which 
may be truly representative of the 
average opinion of the Republican ma- 
jority in the Senate, and which in col- 
laboration with the steering committee 
of the House may labor energetically 
and effectively to enact our legislative 


prograni. 

We owe the country the creation of 
such a steering committee and the 
abolition of the binding seniority rule. 


I can speak so frankly to you because 


ef the intimate consideration which 
you have always shown me, and be- 
cause of your own energetic and repre- 
sentative activity. But we do know 
thet although in a majority of in- 
e@tances the men who have bccome 
chairmen through seniority have been 
good chairmen, there have been others 
who were unfitted for their posts by 
reason of extreme old age or of failing 
health, or because of grave differences 
ef opinion with the majority of their 
Republican associates. 
Duties ef a Chairman. 

Certainly I would be the last to chal- 
lenge the right or the duty of a Sena- 
tor to assert his independent opinion, 
er to differ with any majority. A 
Benator is elected to represent his con- 
stituency according to his best judg- 
ment and his conscience, but the chair- 
man of a committee acts not in his 
sole representative capacity, but as the 
representative of the majority of that 
committee of the majority in the Sen- 
ate to which he belongs. Naturally, 
more, he is the executive agent of the 
committee, burdened with the labors 
ef the committee, and required vigi- 
lantly to press for the consideration of 
the bills reported by it.

Auto Unless You Can Afford 
It, He Advises. 





WORK EIGHT HOURS A DAY 


Respect the Law, Including Pro- 
hibition and Speed Rules, 
Rockefeller Tells Bible Class. 


Save your pennies, work eight hours | 
a day, write down how you spend every | 
penny you receive, make a budget at the 
beginning of each year and live within 
your budget, and don’t run an automo- | 
bile unless you can efford it, was the 
advice given yesterday morning to the 
Young Men's Bible Class of the Park 
Avenue Baptist Church at Sixty-fourth 
Street, by John D. Rockefeller Jr. There 
were 197 men present. 

As an illustration of how to “ save 
the pennies,’’ Mr. Rockefeller told a 
story of his father in his early working | 
days. He said it was taking thirty-nine | 
drops to solder a can of oil, and the| 
elder Mr. Rockefeller asked those in au- | 
thority? if they had tried to ena | 
the soldering with thirty-eight drops. 
They did try, and thirty-eight drops did 
the work. The result wag. that $50,000 
a year was saved to the company. 

Pianolas and phonographs were in 
homes where it was a question whether 
they could be afforded, Mr. Rockefeller 
said. He gave it as his opinion that 
many husbands and wives spent more 
money on clothes than the family in- | 
come warranted, 


“Four Fundamentals of Good Citizen- 


ship,’’ was the topic of Mr. Rockefeller. } 
Here they are: 

‘* Work. 

‘* Practice economy and thrift. 

‘* Show respect for authority and law. 

** Show reverence for things that are 
sacred and holy.’’ 


Advised to Work and Work Hard. 


‘‘Any man who wants to be a good 
citizen must base his life on these foun- 
dation stones,’” Mr. Rockefeller said. 
‘* My first point is work; work hard and 
work conscientiously. There is no 
achievement in life that is possible with- 

|out work, When work goes out of style 
we may expect to see civilization’ totter 


and fall, 


‘Hard tasks are as essential in edu- 
cation as anywhere else. 1 have long 
felt that if the number taken into our 
colleges was smaller and the entrance 
qualification were higher the result 
would be better. 

‘* Recently I have had occasion to make 
a public statement about an eight-hour 


working day. This talk about a six- 
hour day seems to me to be childish and 
puerile. I think there is as much dan- 
ger in the too short day as there is in 
the too long day. 

“There are too many who see what 


is the minimum work they can do and 
still hold down their jobs. When a man 
does not do a full day's work he is in- 
as th t of the ciothes he wears 
—— éoat od the food he eats. Fur- 
thermore, he is discouraging capital for 
putting that much into the labor. 
‘Christ worked. And He worked in 
His boyhood days, for He —4" Wist

Phillips Committed for Perjury. 


Mrs. Hall has said that she and her 
‘““ Willie "’ Stevens, entered the 
house at 3:30 o’clock after going to the 
church to look for her husband. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Pfeiffer, Phillips wes 
committed to the Tombs for perjury in 
1916 after he had turned informer ana 
caused the arrest of men in an attempted 
safe robbery at the Rockefeller Institute, 
where he was then employed as a watch- 
man. Files of THE New YorRK TIMES show 
that a man named William Phillips was 
committed for perjury in that case, al- 
though the case was dropped after he 
had been admitted to bail. 

Phillips admitted last night that he 
was the man committed to the Tombs 
for perjury by Judge Wadhams, but em- 
phasized that he had never been con- 
victed. He told reporters that he had 
never told the authorities that he had 
seen Mrs. Hall come home at 2:10, as 
they have announced. According to 
Phillips, he told them it was betwven 
2:80 and 2:46. He fixes the tims be- 
cause he is accustomed to punching the 
time in a watchman’'s clock he carries 
on his rounds. 

Before making this information pub- 
lic yesterday afternoon, Mr. Pfeiffer 
went to the home of Deputy Attorney 
General Wilbur A. Mott, in charge of 
the prosecution, and gave him a dupli- 
cate of the affidavit signed by Mrs. Rus- 
sell, as well as the information about 
Phillips. Mr. Mott refused to comment 
on this development last night, except 
to say that he would investigate it thor- 
oughly. Asked if the affidavit signed by 
Mrs. Russell did not cause him to doubt 
Mrs. Gibson's veracity, he refused to 
answer.

A model of predatory deportment was 
the behavior of three young men and 
& pretty girl who robbed a Brooklyn 
drug store at 5:30 yesterday afternoon. 
The waving of a single pistol was the 
sole melodramatic flourish. Not a shot 
was fired, nor a rough word spoken. 
Yet they backed the proprietor and a 
woman customer into the prescription 
room, they rifled the cash register and 
took the woman’s handbag, they sent 
an intruding child to join the other 
captives in the back room, and they 
retreated in orderly fashion, escaping 
in a waiting automobile. All that at 
the corner of Nostrand Avenue and 
Prospect Place, only a half-mile from 
Police Commissioner E)nright’s home 
and just across the dividing Ine which 
edges the police precinct in which he 
lives. Eager, resentful detectives are 
hunting the criminals. 

Andrew Phillips, war veteran and 
partner in the drug store of Pellettire 
& Phillips at 712 Nostrand Avenue, was 
waiting on Miss Anna Winter of 230 
Macon Street when the four entered. 
One man stopped by the door, the girl 
and another pause midway, in front 
of a telephone booth; the fourth made 
inquiries for shaving brush and talcum 
powder. 

Miss Winter stepped aside for the one 
who seemed to be in a bit of hurry, 
Phillips turned to get a can of talcum 
powder, turned again, proffering it 
across the counter, and found himself 
staring into the gaping orifice of what 
he described as “bigger than any gun 
I ever saw in France.” 

A‘ quiet command brought the drug- 
gist tem behind the counter into the 
centre of the store, a second lifted his 
hands into the air, a third started him 
backing for the prescription room. He 
just had disappeared behind the parti- 
tion when Miss Winter made an Inartio- 
ulate little ery that threatened to grow 
to the proportions of a scream. 

“Don't scream, Miss, or I'll have to 
shoot,” ordered the man with the pistol. 
“Just put up your hands.” 

The girl hesitated, and Phillips’s voice 
came from behind the partition: 

“Just do as he tells you, Miss Winter, 
and don’t make any noise."

Miss Winter joined Phillips in the back 
room. 

Just then a little girl trotted In. Before 
she quite knew what was happening the 
man who had stood chatting with the 
young woman in front of the telephone 
booth was leading her toward the rear 
of the store. He reached the partition, 
gave her a push, warned her to keep 
quiet and stepped back to keep guard 
over the three captives. 

The man with the pistol rang open the 
cash register and pocketed $63.20. The 
man in the back room took Miss Win- 
ter’s bag in which were §5 and the usual 
appurtenances. There was a whistle sig- 
nal from the man at the door. _It told 
the man behind the partition that the 
cash register had been emptied. The 
four mobilized quickly, hurried — out, 
climbed into a touring car not equipped 
with Hcense plates, and rolled away. 
Phillips telephoned to Brooklyn Head- 
quarters and the police came. 

Three young men held up and robbed 
two men in @ roadhouse at 4,604 Hudson 
Boulevard, Union Hill, early yesterday 
morni and fled a a cemetery. 

Soseph Kurz, proprietor of the road- 
house, was talking with Willfam Guin- 
ness of 4,717 Hudson Boulevard, North 
Bergen, in the place, when the three 
young men entered. Each pointed a re- 
volver at the two men, who were ordered 
to throw up their hands. Kurz complied 
put Guinness showed fight.

3ut when escorted to a room 
finished in primrose yellow, he ave 
a sigh of reHef. ‘I am quite comfort- 
able now,’ he said. He was given freé 
access to this room and his recovery 
was rapid. 

“Tt has also been discovered,’’ con- 
tinued Ballinger, ‘‘ that a room finished 
in a dark color induced melancholia and 
a general disinclination toward work.

PRECIPITATED BY SUN SPOT? 


Earth Shocks Coincided With Its 
Passage Over Central Meridilan— 
Lasted 3 Hours, 40 Minutes. 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Nov. 12 (Associated 
Press).—With a partial re-establishment 
of communications, Chile’s earthquake 
catastrophe is reveaied in even greater 
magnitude than first reports indicated. 

It is estimated that at least one thou- 
sand are dead, and many thousands are 
in distress, needing food and shelter. 

In addition to heavy casualties of deal 
and injured at Copiapo and Coquimbe. 
it was reported today that 500 were 
killed at Vallenar and the surrounding 
district. Vallenar was virtually destroyed 
and the survivors are in a critical con- 
dition. It seems certain that there hav3 
been casualties in other towns and vil- 
‘ages around Copiapo, to the south, con- 
cerning which no news is yet available. 

Already twenty-four bodies have been 
recovered at Coquimbo, where it is 
known there are one hundred or more 
dead. At Chanaral a number were 
killed by falling houses. ; 

It was earthquake and tidal wave 
combined that accounted for the vast 
destruction in the provinces of Anto- 
fagasta, Atacama and Coquimbo. The 
movement of the ocean is described as 
phenomenal. It gave evidence of a ter- 
rific disturbance in the bed of the 
Pacific itself. There must have been 
such a tearing at the bottom of the 
sea that immense quantities of water 
were sucked through, causing a tre< 
mendous recession of the waters along 
the Chilean coast. 

Over 16 Degrees of Latitude. 

Several times the ocean se cpt out- 
ward and came back in the shape of 
a gréat Wave, flooding the seaports and 
in somé instances sweeping away the 
waterfront. The violent effects of the 
tidal waves were felt from Antofagasta 
on the north to Valdividia on the south, 
covering about sixteen degrees of lati- 
tude, or more than 1,200 miles. 

All types of craft lying in the vari- 
ous harbors were swept on_ shore, 
wrecked, or left higr and dry, and at 
scores of small ports wharves and quays 
were destroyed. Chilean naval vessels 
in the harbor at Talcahuano, about 800 
miles south of Valparaiso, when they 
felt the force of the waters, slipped 
their cables and proceeded sut to the 
open sea. ‘ 

President Alessandri has ordered the 
various Government departments to. 
take all measures possible for the relief 
of tre sufferers in the stricken districts, 
those most sorely afflicted lying between 
Coquimbo and Copiapo. The Navy De- 
partment has sent ships along the coast 
to aid in the work. 

The report of the Seismological Insti- 
tute says that the apparent focus of the 
earthshock was 200 kilometers from San- 
tlago; the intensity of the movement was 
recorded between numbers 8 and 9 of the 
official scale, which runs up to 12. The 
total duration was 3 hours 40 minutes 
andthe estimated radius 1,200 kilometers 
in a transversal direction to the Andes. 


The Meteorological Institute says that 


the earthshock coincides with the pas- 
sage of a sun spot over the central me 
ridian of the sun. The earthshock 
commenced at the termination of a day 
of abnormal heat. The sun spét referred 
to made its appearance on Nov. 5 and 
was the largest observed this year. 

Advices from Antofagasta report that 
the effects of the tidal wave at Huasco 
were terrible, the sea carrying uway 
everything along the waterfront and 
many boats being left stranded in the 
woods more than a mile inland. 

Severe earthshocks were felt in Africa, 
in the province of Tacna, the sea rising 


about five feet above high-water mark, 
but no serious damage or loss of life in 
that section is reported. 


Electric Discharges in Sky. 

COQUIMBO, Chile, Nov. 12 (Assoctated 
Press).—The Port of Coquimbo was 
awakened at 11:55 Friday night by vio- 
lent earthshocks and in a few minutes 
the populace was running about the 
streets in terror, only partially clothed 
and seeking the near-by hills. The 
panic was increased when the electrig 
lights went out in some parts of the 
town. 

Coincident with the shocks the sky 
was illuminated by electric discharges 
and fires broke out. After the first 
shocks the sea receded for a consider- 
able distance and then swept back 
in an immense wave, extending from 
Coquimbo to La Serena, seven miles to 
the northeast, flooding the town and the 
whole coast line and doing much dam- 
age. a 

The tidal wave added to the terrors of 
the people, many of whom cried out for 
aid. Again the sea receded for a dis« 
tance of 300 yards beyond the low tide 
mark, then seemed to gather force and 
come back in an immense wave estimat- 
ed at fifty meters in height; which com- 


pletely destroyed the Baquedano. quar- 
ter. A number of big lighters were 
picked up like chips and carried p< 
the railway bridge, which is five blocks 
from the low tide mark.

Million Asia Minor Christians Fieeing. 


Reports reaching Constantinople show | 
that the entire’ Christian population of 
Sivas, Angora, Cesarea, Konia and/| 
other large centres in Asia Minor, are 
in panicky flight toward the shores of | 
the Mediterranean and Black Seas. 

Samsun, in the vilayet of Trebizond, 
on the Black Sea, has 10,000 of its own | 
refugees, and 40,000 others are reported | 
headed for that port in quest of ships 
to take them out of the country. Along 
every road and in every mountain pass | 
are long, winding serpentine columns of 
men, women and children, goading along 
sleepy oxen pulling wagonioads of their 
worldly goods. People are abandoning 
their homes, farms and everything in 
their eagerness to put the greatest pos- 
sible distance between themselves and 
their mortal enemies, the Turks. 

The difficulties and inevitable hard- 
ships of this wholesale evacuation have 
been increased by inclement weather, 
which is bringing sickness or death to] 
thousands.

Move Refugees From Capltal Area. 


The Angora Government’s failure to 
furnish adequate guarantees for the pro- 
tection of orphans under American care 
has caused the Near East Relief offi- 
cials to begin the transfer of Greek and | 
Armenian orphans from the Constantino- 
ple area to places of greater safety. Two 
large orphanages at Kouleli and Kadi- 
keui, on the Asiatic side of the Bos- | 
porus, were evacuated today. 

At Koulelf there were hostile demon- 
strations by the Turkish inhabitants, 
who marched to the institution and an- 
nounced their intention to raise the 


Turkish flag on the building, which for- 
merly was a military school. The chil- 
dren were removed under cover of dark- 
ness by Henry Kneeland of Detroit, who 
brought them across the Straits in 
barges to the Pera quarter, whence they 
will be embarked on the first available 
ship for Greece.

Bread Crisis in Constantinople. 


ATHENS, Nov. 12 (Associated Press). 
—Athens had been without news from 
Constantinople for five days until the 
arrival today of the steamer Regli 
Caroli, which left the Turkish capital 
Thursday evening. The vessel had only | 
a small passenger lst, owing to the 
severe restrictions placed by the Turks 
on departing passengers. 

The passengers reported the situation 
in Constantinople as most serious. The 
action of the Kemalists in taking over 
the local Government and the Custom 
House and raising duties to prohibitive 
figures had hindered importations so 
that the city had only thirty-six hours’ 
supply of flour. The Kemalists had 
levied a duty of 160 per cent. on one 
importation of flour and were expect- 
ing to collect a huge sum from several 
American cargoes waiting to unload in 
the ee The importers thereupon re- 
fused to land the cargoes, and a bread 
crisis ensued.

pay, on the ground that the company 
contracted to deliver the munitions at 
Mersina. whereas it discharged the 
cargo at Alexandretta. 

Voluminous correspondence failed to 
settle the dispute. he manager of the 
company arrived at Beirut last evening 
in order to take ap the matter personally 
with General Gouraud. If the Frenc 
Government, through Gouraud, refuses 
to pay the freight it is probable that the 
case will become a cause célébre in the 
French courts.

TURKS RESENT TERMS 
OF A “HUGHES NOTE” 


No Notice Here That He Had 
Sent One—Object to Ca- 
pitalations. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 12 (Associ- 
ated Press).—The Turkish Nationalist 
leaders today expressed resentment over 
what they termed American interference 


in Turkey's internal affairs, contained 
in a note received from Secretary of 
State Hughes. The note was received 
too late for newspaper comment. 

The Nationalist leaders are particu- 
larly displeased over America’s insis- 
tence for the maintenance of capitula- 
tions, which they declare must be 
scrapped forever.

Promises of Nationalists at Last 
Election In Regard to Germany 
Not Fulfilled.

PARIS, Nov. 12—The last week has 
seen &® marked decline in the parlia- 
mentary prestige of Premier Poincaré. 
Long speeches he made Thursday and 
Friday in the Senate and Chamber on 
the reparations policy of the Govern- 
ment, on the internal political situation 
and on the Near Eastern crisis were 
listened to with marked coldness, and 
though in both houses he has still, and 
will probably retain for some time to 
come, an ample majority, his situation 
fis by no means so assured or so com- 
fortable as it was ten months ago. 

It is especially the internal political 
Bituation which has caused decline in 
dis support. During his speech in the 
Chamber on Friday his appeal was to 
the ‘“‘ great Republican majority for na- 
tional reconstruction and social peace 
which would exclude those who sought 
reform by revolt and violence.’ But 
curiously this appeal fell flat on the 
ears of his audience. 

It disturbed the Royalists and con- 
Servatives on the right side of the 
Chamber as appearing that the Premier 
was making his bid for support from 
the Left instead of relying on them, and 
at the same time it disturbed the Left, 
which does not in any way regard Poin- 
caré as its natural leader. 

Before the war he belonged to the 
Left bloc—which includes all the lib- 


eral, radical and Socialist parties such 
as they are constituted in France, where 
these titles do not mean anything so 
extreme as they do in America—but his 
long absence from Parliament during 


the peace conference and since then in 
international affairs, and his overthrow 
of M. Briand, the real leader of the 


Left, have all served to alienate from 
him his former associates and to place 
the leadership in younger hands. 
During the lifetime of the present 
Chamber this Left group, of which 


Briand, Herriot, Painlevé and Dou- 


mergue are the strongest leaders, will, 
except in the event of some acute crisis, 
continue to give him their support. But 
in leaning toward them Premier Poin- 
caré has certainly alienated some of the 
sympathy from the Right, from which 
his real stiGngth has been derived.

All the parties are beginning to line 
up for the elections which at furthest 
are due in 1024, and may be called for 
next year. The strongest movo is that 
being made by the leaders of the Left 
bloc who are confident that they can 
ewing the country. Satisfied that there 
fs nothing to fear from the Communists 
and those ‘‘unruly elements’’ which M. 
Poincaré wishes to exclude from his 
Party, they have begun to open their 
ranks much wider than they have done 
heretofore. 

The Premier's opponents in the Cham- 
ber assert that the country is beginning 
to feel strongly that it was deceived 
at the last election. The National can- 
didates went to their electors with the 
promise that Germany was going to be 
made to pay, and after three years noth- 
ing has been done. It is this which 
has produced a switch toward the Left 
in _the people’s minds. M. Herriot’s 
visit to Russia was one move in the 
game of preparing the people for this 
expansion, 

Outside the Chamber, too, there is a 
atrong move going on under'the direc- 
tion of M. Caillaux in the same direc- 
tion, and to a great extent it is this 
move which has caused the present em- 
barrassment of the Premier, though 
Catillaux has still to work in the dark 
owing to his sentence of banishment

GRANT WILLIAMS'S OPINION. 


Thinks Finger That Pulled Trigger 
Was “Pretty Close to Home.”

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 12.—The 
Hall-Mills murder probably will remain 
a mystery for all time, according to 
Grant Williams, formerly Lieutenant of 
the New York Polics Department and 
founder of the New York Bureau of 
Missing Persons, who arrived in Cin- 
cinnati yesterday. 

‘‘That, of course, is merely my own 
personal opinion,’’ Williams explained, 
‘*but it is founded on careful though 
unofficial investigation. 

‘I do not know of any murder in 
which the authorities seemed so loath to 
act. It strikes me that they do not wish 
to prosecute and I am astonished at the 
time they have consumed in view of 
the lack of results obtained. 

‘* Unquestionably there are powerful 
influences at work to prevent the mur- 
derer ever being brought to justice. Just 
why, I can not say, but I woud judge 
that it was because the finger that 
pulled the trigger on the gun that halted 
the lovers was a finger belonging to a 
person ‘ pretty close to home.’ 

**T believe that the motive behind the 
crime was jealousy. That is no new 
theory, but the facts seem to bear it 
out as time passes.

Doubts Tracing of Finger Prints. 


“Tf they wanted fingerprints they 
should have attempted to obtain them 
from Mr. Hall's card, which was found 
stuck in his shoe,” Captain Williams 
said. ‘‘I have my doubts whether fin- 
gerprints, unless they were in blood, 


could be traced at this late date. 

‘‘In my experience, cloth, if starched 
linen {g eliminated, will not retain im- 
pressions of the lines for any length 
of time. 

‘‘Bven linen—meaning collars and 
cuffs—will only serve as a negative for 
two or three days after which a chem- 
ical process, such as is used in pho- 
tography is necessary. I would not at- 
tempt to obtain a finger print from any 
kind of cloth after a week. 

‘‘The chances are that the clothing 
worn by Mrs. Mills and Mr. Hall at the 
time they were killed had been handled 
hundreds of times.

TAX ARREARS AND REFUNDS. 


The Journal of Commerce learns 
from Washington that the pending 
deficiency appropriation of $42,000,000 
for repaying taxes unlawfully col- 
lected is only a beginning. It ts 
already known that the Treasury's 
accounts are not settled as far back 
as 1917, and that claims are pressed 
to prevent outlawry. The threats send 
shivers down the spine of every tax- 
payer, for even the most honest and 
distressed cannot be sure what view 
the Treasury may take of his affairs. 
There is reason for uneasiness even 
among those who never see a tax bill 
if the adjustment of accounts is to 
call for refunds from the Treasury on 
the basis already known. Forty mil- 
lions must be collected in new taxes 
to repay Treasury errors on only 
adjusted accounts. ‘‘ Many times’”’ 
forty millions are undisclosed in tax 
collections in arrears, which may 
reach $500,000,000, according to The 
Journal’s information. 

The Treasury is not altogether to 
blame for excess collections under a 
law which few can understand. When

PUBLIC HEALTH IN NEW YORK. 


The praise riven our State Depart- 
ment of Health by Dr. Bernarp of the 
University of Paris is praise indeed. 
He speaks of this department as the 
** most complete, systematic and scien- 
tific " State public health organization 
that “fone could well imagine.” But 
no doubt Dr. HERMANN M. Bicos, 
whose spirit of activity Dr. Brrnarp 
finds spreading out over the whole 
State, could imagine something better. 
Indeed, it is only recently that Dr. 
BiaGs hag indicated serious shortcom- 
ings which await the attention of the 
Legislature, 

It is true that this splendid public 
health organization is aided by the 
*‘ perfectly adapted " health laboratory 
in Albany and the “ incomparable 
technical plant ” of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute, with its ‘‘ galaxy of scien- 
tists '’ devoted to the problems of pub- 
lio health, as well as an admirable 
sanatorium centre at Saranac Lake. 
There are also the great medical 
schools. Yet there is a woeful lack 
of medical science in rural communi- 
ties. There are fewer physicians by 
half being graduated into medical 
practice than twenty years ago, and 
those who are graduated locate chiefly 
in the cities. 

In the State of New York there are 
in all 1,400 ‘* municipalities,” in 250 | 
of which there is no physician and | 
in many others of which there is no 
physiclan who has been less than 
twenty-five years in practice. Large 
numbers of the Health Officers of the 
State are men of 65 or over.

these older physicians retire or go 
away the communities which they 


served are often left without physt- 
cians, for “the young men will not 
settle in the country districts.” The 
preparation is expensive, the schools 
are fewer because of the increased cost 


of maintenance and they are, for the 


themselves the schools and labora- 
tories and their graduates owe it to 
the country districts to help find the 
remedy; for the health of the cities, 
after all, 1s determined largely by that 
of those who supply the primary ne- 
cessities of life.

MAURETANIA MAKES 


RECORD DESPITE GALE 


Time From New York to Ply- 
mouth Is 5 Days, 6 Hours— 
Averaged 24.47 Knots. 


PLYMOUTH, England, Nov. 12.—The 
steamer Mauretania has arrived here 
having made a record passage from New 
York. The Mauretania averaged 24.47 
knots despite three days’ gales. 


The Mauretania left New York last 
Tuesday morning at 10 o’clock with four 
new propellers and using her twenty- 
three double boilers and two forward 
boilers and an unlimited supply of fuel 
in an attempt to make a record trip to 
Plymouth before calling at Cherbourg, 
which had been her usual run on her 
voyage from this port to Southampton. 

Officlals of the Cunard Line in New 
York expected that the Atlantic record 
breaker would arrive at Plymouth at 
noon yesterday, so that her passengers 
could land and reech London by the 
Great Western Railway in time for din- 
ner that evening. 

Radio messages received late Saturday 
from Captain Arthur H. Rostron, the 
Master of the Mauretania, stated that 
the ship had encountered very rough 
weather and he hoped to be in Plymouth 
at 9 o'clock Sunday night, which would 
be 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon New 
York time. This makes her time from 
New York to Plymouth, actual steaming, 
five days and six hours and easily beats 
all previous records. Her record pas- 
sage of four days ten hours and forty- 
one minutes in 1911 was made between 
Queenstown and New York, and her best 
day’s run was 676 nautical miles.

Archbishop Hayes Opposes Cathollo 
Men Marryling Outside Faith. 


Archbishop Patrick J. Hayes yester- 
day afternoon blessed three new parish 
houses and a swimming pool connected 
with St. Raphael’s Roman Catholic 
Church, Forty-first Street, between 
Ninth and Tenth Avenues. 

The work cost $80,000. The Arch- 
bishop gave $40,000 of this from his 


Catholic charities fund, $30,000 of which,

The largest of the other buildings con- 
tains smoking rooms, a gymnasium, an 
assembly hall and billiard rooms. Thea 
other two buildings are now a mna- 
sium for girls and a girls’ club house, 
respectively. 

“We have been engaged for years 
building churches and schools in the 
diocese, and now we are busy adding 
to the parishes facilities so that the 
little children and the boys and girls 
can be protected by the church, even 
in their recreation,’’ said Archbishop 
Hayes. 

“When we can accomplish this 
throughout the diocese our young men 
and young women will not do wrong by 
marrying outside of their own faith. 

‘‘T eannot see why our young men 
should go outside and choose a wife 
when there are just as many fine, pretty 
girls in the Catholic Church, 

‘Bring our young girls and our young 
men together under the proper auspices 
and we will be able to stamp out that 
evil."’ 

The Archbishop said that last year the 
Catholic lay people had_ contributed 
$900,000 and this year $800,000 to his 
Catholic charities organization.

Executive Commission Will Con- 
sider Budget at Atlantic City.

ATLANGIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 12.—

Naval Flier Probably Fatally Hurt. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Lieutenant 
Commander Godfrey D. Chevalier, first 
naval aviator to make a landing on the 
airplane carrier Langley about three 


weeks ago, and one of the senior fliers 
of the naval air service, fell in his 
plane at Rock Haven, Va., near Nor- 
folk, early today and was seriously in- 
jured. Reports to the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics said he was not expected to 
live.

KLAN TO DON MASKS AGAIN. 


Election of Sympathetic Candidates 
Results in New Order in Georgia.

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 12.—With the 
elections over and the men it favored 
winners in their races for office, the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan are free 
to march in parades in Georgia, wearing 
their hoods and masks. This order has 
been issued from. headquarters, and an- 
nouncements that the ban on public pa- 
rades has been lifted have been sent to 
all the Sheriffs and other law enforce- 
ment officials in the State. The order 
was issued during the heat of the prim- 
ary fight for the Governorship between 
Governor Hardwick and Clifford Walker. 

It was a well-known fact that the 
Klan was back of Walker, but Hard- 
wick’s addresses hitting the Klan organ- 
ization as a menace to the State because 
of its masking feature resulted in the 
igsuante of an order by Edward Young 
Clarke banning the masks and hoods ex- 
cept in lodge rooms until further notice. 

‘hen Walker won his race from Hard- 
wick and later the Klan’s might was 
again felt when Hardwick went down in 
defeat for a second time in his race for 
the Senate against Judge Walter George. 
Dr. Caleb Ridley, chaplain of the organ- 
ization, made speeches against Hard- 
wick, and The Searchlight, the Klan’'s 
semi-official organ, supported Walker. 
When the original order was issued, 
Sheriffs of Georgia were asked to stop 
any masked parade and arrest the par- 
ticipants, the Klan agreeing to prosecute { 
them in courts.

Pierces Two-Foot Brick Wall 
and Photographs Hand Bones 
a Block Away. 


SCIENTISTS STAY OUTSIDE 


Too Powerful for Humans— 
Used in Tests on Thou- 


sands of Animals.

Failure to Report. 


The operation of the most powerful X- 
ray apparatus ever built for the study of 
cancer was demonstrated yesterday at 
the Crocker Cancer Research Laboratory 
at Columbia University to call the at- 
tention of the public to the subject of the 
treatment of cancer. 

During this week medical men in every 
part of the country will hold meetings 
and carry on propaganda to induce per- 
sons afflicted with cancer to obtain im- 
mediate treatment. More than 20,000 
persons a year, according to Dr. Francis 
Carter Wood, die of superficial cancer 
which could in every case be easily and 
painlessly cured if treated early. 

The new X-ray apparatus, built by the 
General Electric Company on plans 
worked out by Professors Hull, Collidge 
and Davis, is so powerful that no one is 
admitted to the room with it while it is 
producing rays. The macnine will drive 
rays througn a quarter of an inch of 
lead, a foot of aluminum and two feet 
of brick. It will photograph the bones 
of the hand a block away. X-rays of 
lesser power used in the Crocker Re- 
search Laboratory at 116th Street. and 
Amsterdam Avenue have penetrated 
brick walls and concrete floors, ‘ fog- 
ging “or partially developing photo- 
graphic plates on the first floor when 


the X-ray apparatus was used on the 
third. 


Scientists Protected by Lead Glass. 


Scientists wear lead armor when they 
enter the same room with the less pow- 
erful tubes. They take no chances with 
the new super-X-ray, staying in another 
room and watching its action through 
fy thick lead glass, which absorbs the most 

dangerous rays. 
| The new X-ray runs on a 200,000-volt 

current. It produces rays less than a 
| fifth of a billionth of an inch in length. 
) The higher the voltages the shorter the 

wave-length. ‘Fhe shorter the wave- 
) length the more deeply it will penetrate. 
fF Because of the extreme short-length 
rays which it produces, this ee 
can be used with great effectiveness in 
} Killing cancer cells in the internal or- 
gans. Sut it will kill other cells, too. 
and until the technic of its use is de- 
veloped, there is danger that it will 
kill the patient as well as the disease. 
so that for the present at least it will 
not be used on human beings, accord- 
ing to Dr. Carter. 

Extremely penetrating rays have been 
used with success in the treatment of 
internal cancer, the body of the patient 
being protected by lead, except at the 
spot where the rays are applied. There 
is always danger of killing the flesh 
and muscle which cover the affected in- 
ternal organ and also of injuring other 
internal organs, as the short waves 
scatter and involve much tissue in addi- 
tion to the diseased area which is its 
target. The safe use of other apparatus 
has been worked out, but for a long 
time the super-X-ray machine will be 
used only on rats and guinea pigs. 

Although it is hoped that the machine 
will develop into a powerful curative 
agency, it is being used exclusively as a 
measuring instrument. The amount of 
current used can be exactly measured. 
Tairly exact measurements can be made 
of the size and resistant power of a 
tumor or cancer. 


Tests on Thousands of Animals. 


Tens of thousands of small animals 
have been inoculated with cancer at the 
laboratory in the course of this research. 
By studies over a period of years the 
qualities of different types of cancer 


and tumor have been determined, so 
that the life or growing power of re- 
sistance of a growth of this kind can be 
accurately predicted. Cancer has thus 
been classified and standardized. 

‘“* With the current exactly measured 
and applied to a cancer whose qualties 
are known, it is possible to determine 
just how much current or how many 
Yays are needed to kill a cancer cell, 
said Dr. Wood. 

‘This is an important research, be- 
cause the rays are more or less injurious 
to the patient, and we want to find the 
minimum of radiation which is neces- 
sary to kill the disease cells and to in- 
flict the least possible harm on the nor- 
mal ones. 

“In severe cases of cancer it often 
occurs that treatment sufficient to cure 
the cancer is nearly enough to kill the 
patient. The effect on the general con- 
siitution is graded according to the de- 
gree of exposure. A slight exposure to 
X-rays has no effect. A little more ex- 
posure may have a tonic effect. It may 
stimulate the bone marrow which pro- 
duces the blood. Too much exposure 
produces anemia. For instance, blood 
counts are taken weekly among the 
nurses who work in X-ray laboratories, 
to insure them against accidental over- 
doses of radiation in the course of their 
work. The cancers of the hand from 
which the early X-ray operators suf- 
fered. have been done away with en- 
tirely by modern apparatus and modern 
methods. 


Danger from Strong Rays. 


‘The treatment of internal cancer by 
powerful rays has to be carefully reg- 
ulated. For instance, rays strong enough 
to reach cancer of the stomach may 
paralyze or destroy an adrenalin gland. 
You can live if one is killed. But if both 
adrenalin glands are killed, you die in 
forty-eight hours. 

ef ng and careful observation must 
be made of the effect of this machine 
on this account before it is applied to hu-~ 
man beings. It is painless. The ant- 
mals used do not suffer. The cancer 
does not progress far enough to cause 

ain. The rays cause no pain whatever. 
Khe animal cannot survive the treat- 
ment, however, but its life is painlessly 
ended with ether. 

“The rays are used with benefit on 
psoriasis, goitre and skin and joint tu- 
berculosis,’’ said Dr. Wood. ‘ They 
don’t kill bacteria, but they have the 
curative effect by stimulating the tissue 
surrounding the tubercular regions to 
greater activity against the germs. The 
rays are of no use against tuberculosis 
of the lungs,”’ 

Charts formed after the treatment of 
thousands of growths show that some 
cells are killed within ten minutes, Oth- 
ers can stand ninety minutes of raying. 
The tumors used in the experiments 
range from the harmless variety to the 
most malignant of the cancerous types. 

“Tt is preferable in many cases to use 
the knife, because the cancer of long 
standing may throw off cancer cells into 
the bloodstream at any time, even while 
the X-ray treatment is going on. When 
the cells are once scattered in the blood- 
stream, they may produce cancers at 
different sites. 


Importance of Early Treatment. 


‘In spite of the amount of public 
education on this subject, men and 
women still come here for treatment 
with cancers which started with small 
lumps or sore spots which have been

This is mostly among the 
ignorant, but it still occurs frequently 
that educated and well-to-do people will 
conceal a cancerous growth for years, 
hoping that it will disappear, and shrink- 
ing from the treatment which in the 
early stages would be very simple. 
“Cancer is not inherited, but the 
power of resistance to cancer varies 
with different stocks. If there has been 
cancer in your family, it is necessary 
to live carefully and avoid every kind of 
local irritation. If there never has been 
any cancer among your ancestors, you 
can do as you please and you need not 
fear cancer. The cause is fully demon- 
strated to be a long-continued irrita- 
tion of a group of cells. There is some 


agency in the cell which ordinarily 
keeps It down to normal size. The long- 
continued irritation seems to destroy 
that agency. The cells are released and 
start to grow far beyond normal size. 
‘“* We don’t understand just why irri- 
tation produces this effect, and we don’t 
understand exactly the process OF 
ce 


which the X-rays destroy the 
growth.” 

The American Society for the Control 
of Cancer, which is conducting National 
Cancer Week from Nov. 12 to Nov. 18, 
has arranged for the delivery of more 
than fifty lectures this week for the 
purpose of informing the public on the 


recognition of early cancer symptoms 
and on the wisdom of prompt treatment. 


DOCTOR SAYS HEIRESS

Massachusetts Commission Prom- 


ises Full Inquiry Into Dorothy 


Gordon’s Case.

BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 12.—The Massa- 
chusetts Commission on Mental Diseases 
will conduct a sweeping inquiry into ths 
commitment of Dorothy Davis M. G?r- 
don, hefress to more than one hundrad 
thousand dollars, in the McLean Insans 
Hospital at Waverly, where she is kept 
while her guardian, William F. Jardine, 
and her uncle, John Gardiner of , New 





York, battle in the courts. Gardiner is 
seeking to have Jardine removed, and 
to have himself appointed. 

Dr. George M. Kline, head of the Com- 
mission on Mental Diseases, declared 
that he will institute the inquiry. 

‘‘The manner of Miss Gordon's com- 
mitment into the institution,’’ he said, 


‘* will be inquired intv. If anything ir- 
regular or wrong is found, we will pur- 
sue a course of suitable action.”’ 

Miss Gordon, according to Dr. Fred- 
erick H. Packard, Superintendent of ths 
McLean Hospital, was a mental defec- 
tive from birth, and since becoming an 
inmate of the institution has had a vio- 
lent suicidal mania at times. 

Dr. Packard then produced the official 
records of the institution which showed 
that Miss Gordon had been kept in 4a 
straightjacket practically every_ night 
since she was taken there by Jardine on 
March 22, 1921. Sometimes this restraint 
was imposed even during the day time. 

For a period of six months, without a 
single night being excepted, Miss Gor- 
don was fastened into a camisole which 
fitted her body, securely restraining her 
hands and arms in its sleeves. This 
was kept on until 8:30 in tne morning. 


TWO RESCUED AFTER 
NOSE DIVE INTO. BAY 


Owner and Pilot of Seaplane, 
Badly Cat, Picked Up by 
Sailboat. 


A seaplane owned by Theodore Bridge- 
man, who was on board, and piloted by 
Arthur Randal, took a nose dive yes- 
terday afternoon into the upper bay 
midway between the Battery and the 
Jersey shore. The two men were res- 
cued from the sinking plane by Thomas 
Robinson, John Gatlander, John- Moliar 
and Christopher Krull, attached to the 
revenue cutter Manhattan, who were in 
a small sailboat a short distance away 
when the plane fell. Bridgeman and 
Randal were taken to the Broad Street 
Hospital in a commandeered automobile | 
after they had been landed at the Bat- 
tery. At the hospita] it was found that 
the two had been severely cut. Bridge- 
man, who is 49 years old, lives at the 
Apthrop Apartments, 2,211 Broadway, 
and Randal, 26, at 79 West Seventy- 
ninth Street. After they had been re- 
vived they refused to discuss the acci- 
dent. 

According to witnesses, the plane was 
proceeding evenly up the bay when sud- 
denly it acted as if the pilot were at- 
tempting ‘‘ stunts.’’ Then the Battery 
crowds and those on river craft who 
were watching saw the plane nose down 
toward the water. Instantly the tug boats 
and motor boats turned their courses to- 
ward the spot. Robinson and his com- 
panions, who were nearest, had great 
difficulty in extricating the two men 
from the tangled mass of ropes, wires 
and wing fabric. 

The fuselage and wings of the plane 
were badly damaged. <A tug from the 
Merritt-Chapman Wrecking Company 
salvaged the craft, which was said to be 
valued at $25,000.

WARNS OF FOES’ ACTIVITY 


Plea to the International W. C. 
T. U.—Forty Nations Repre- 
sented at Philadeiphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 12.—Roy A. 
Haynes, Federal Prohibition Commis- 
sioner, addressed the International Con- 
vention of the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union here tonight, pleading 
for general support in the enforcement 
of the dry laws, and warning of the 
influences which are working to nul- 
lify or change them. 

‘* Let us, my friends, not overlook the 
importance of ths struggle now going on 
to make the Hightenth Amendment ef- 
fective,’ he said. ‘‘As a great Amer- 
ican recently sald: ‘In view of the at- 
tempts, sometimes successful, to mis- 
{interpret the Constitution, the efforts to 
change it and the danger involved in 
disregarding its provisions, the time has 
arrived for us to put on the armor of 
patriotism as our forefathers knew and 
applied it.’ 

“It is only the man who knows the 
far-reaching moral influence of the for- 
mer liquor traffic, legalized and pro- 
tected, who knows something of the de- 
bauching and prostituting effects of the 
former brewery and distilling interests 
in politics, who knows the foreign, un- 
American element that champions the 
liquor business, who can today interpret 
the significance of the struggle that 
wages about the Volstead act. 

“The man who understands the tem- 
perance reform, who visualizes its far- 
reaching influences upon the life of our 
nation, who contemplates the benefits 
it must confer upon the rising and 
unborn generations, must be thrilled 
with the events that are daily staged. 
lf he is not blind to the determined 
opposition that this reform daily meets, 
the importance of this hour must give 
him great concern. With this insight 
into the contest he must surely be led 
to feel with Kathleen Norris, who re- 
cently said: ‘The Eighteenth: Amend- 


ment has given us one of the greatest 
opportunities of our lives. Wars will 
come and wars will go, administrations 
will rise and fall, but the work we 
may do now to build up this cleansing 
and strengthening and constructive law 
into our life will never be undone.”

IN MARGIN. ON STOC 


Testimony in Suit Involving | 
Bankrupt Brokers Reveals 


Mistake of Clerk. 


Testimony given in a suit pending be- 
fore Supreme Court Justice Benedict in 
Brooklyn, involving the bankrupt 
brokerage firm of Chandler Brothers & 
Co. of Philadelphia, and Clark, Childs 
& Co., of New York, revealed that a 
$1,000,000 error was made by a margin | 
clerk in the employ of the latter firm 
in a $5,000,000 stock market account the 
firm had with the Chandler Brothers 


concern. 

The suit was brought by John A. Kil- 
more against both firms to recover $800. 
He was a customer of Chandler Brothers 
& Co. He alleges that the two firms 


were in fact, if not in name. co-partners 
in the Chandler firm’s business. The 
suit has been in progress before Justice 

t. I., and in Brook- 
lyn. It will come up again before Jus- 
tice Benedict on Nov. 27. 

Joseph M. Proskauer, who appeared 
as counsel for the Clark. Childs firm, 
yesterday confirmed the $1,000,000 error 
made by the margin clerk. He said: 

‘*In December, 1920, we discovered for 
the first time that through the crror of 
our margin clerk the Chandler firm's ac- 
count was under-margined by about 
$1,000,000. We sent them word of this, 
and the truth is that they had known for 
months, according to their bankruptcy 
testimony, that our statements had con- 
tained an error, and they deliberately 
concealed the discovery of that error 
from us because they did not want to 
shake our confidence in them.” 

Mr. Proskauer said that about a week 
after the mistake was discovered ‘‘ that 
eccount had been replenished in margin 
just a little bit under $1,000,000.”’

DUBLIN, Nov. 12.—Within the next 
few weeks Dublin is expected to become 
the principal cockpit of the military 
struggle between the Free State forces 
and the Republicans.

Let 
us not destroy it and then seek after- 
ward to rebuild it. 

‘*‘No power can compel allegiance if 
we have in ourselves the will to refuse 
it. Without Irish aid and co-operation 
not all the resources of England could 
make her King’s writ rule in Ireland, 
The program that made us invincible 
is still available: it is the only program 
that will secure the whole-hearted co- 
operation of our kin throughout the 
world. It is a manly program and, 
above all, the only program which can 
secure a united front among ourselves 
in Ireland.”’ 

The message concludes: 

** We are ready to accept a free deci- 
sion of the people at any time. That 
decision can be got if England pledges 
itself to abide by it, as we will abide 
by it. If England will not give that 
pledge, then it is she that is thwarting 
the frish people's will, not we, and one 
should not be so blind as not to see ft.”

NEW TARIFF IS ATTACKED 


Review of Conditions Declares its 
Effect Already Is Shown In 
Increased Cost of Living. 


Industrial conditions are steadily ime 
proving, and a labor shortage is begin« 
ning to develop, according to a review 
of business, industry and general eco- 
nomic conditions from the point of view: 
of organized labor, made public yesatet= 
day by the Labor Bureau, Inc., of Unien 
Square, economic adviser to leading na-. 
tional labor unions in this country. “ 

The review, which will be issued 
monthly to keep labor unions advised of 
the trend of economic conditions, de= 
clared that as a result of the improved 
industrial situation the “ bargaining 
power of labor is increased and wages in 
more occupations have begun to move 
up.’’ The review says that the prices of 
grain to the farmer are nearly station« 
ary, while those of many manufactured 
products are increasing slightly. The 
cost of living as a whole is reported o 
not yet showing any marked change. 

The bureau gives as one of the causes. 
of the present labor shortage in certain 
parts of the country the “ extraordinary 
emigration of unskilled workers from 
the United States to Southern European 
countries, which has more than offset 
the immigration from those countries to 
the United States." This reversal] of 
the tide of immigration has been due;x 
according to the bureau, to the open 
shop drive and restrictive immigration 
laws. 


Citing figures on the decrease in immi+ 
station, the bureau says: ‘‘ Labor must 
now expect a concerted attempt to open 
the floodgates of immigration.”’ 2 

Regarding the railroads, the bureau 
says the situation is rapidly approaching 
the same Kind of congestion and brealg- 
down which brought about the heatlegg 
days of 1918 and necessitated their tak- 
ing over by the Government. Figures 
are given showing that in two Pennayl- 
vania and four West Virginia field 
from 40 to 75 per cent. of the maximum 
possible output of coal is lost to con= 
sumers on account of lack of transportae 
tion facilities. : 

The bureau says ‘the new tariff” 
threatens to make labor’s lot harder 
‘‘Increases in prices attributable to {€ 
have already been noted, particularly in 
linen, cotton and woolen goods, which 
will raise the price of clothing. Esti- 
mates of the increased cost of living 
which are likely to arise from it range 
as high as $45 per capita, or $225 for @ 
family of five.’’ 

The review concldes by saying that ale 
though all agree that industry will 
“continue on the upgrade for some 
months to come, the most serious threat 
o the continuance of prosperity comes 
from the European situation. We could 
get along fairly weil without foreign 
trade with few exceptions, were it not 
that Europe buys a good share of our 


}grain and other farm products. All dur 


ing the depression the prices of farm 
products have fallen lower than most 
other prices on account of the falling off 
of European demand and Europe's 
limited ability to pay. It is to labor's 
interest as well as to the farmer’s to 
press for the economic regeneration of 
Europe, which is the only way to bring 
about a genuine solution of the diffie 
culty.’’ 


DENIES LABOR SHORTAGE, | 


Federation of Labor Says Survey 
Shows Unemployment Is General, 


According to a statement made publfe 
here, yesterday, by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, there is no shortage of 
labor. The statement, it was explai 
is the result of a survey conducted by 
the Federation and based on reports 


from nearly 200 city central bodfes in 
answer to a request by Frank Morfi- 
son, Secretary of the Federation, “ for 
the very best information you can 9 
tain in regard to the unemployment fy... - 
your city.”’ 

The Federation’s statement says that 
every city except one (Kankakee, Ill.) 
reported a surplus, but states that “ th 
supply is about equal to the demand,’

ports, and says:

WOULD CURB OFFER 
OF BIG GOLF PURSES 


U. S. G. A. Calls Attention of 
Clubs to Evil and Urges Mod- 
erate Awards to Pros. 





The Pegg et hth practice of 
golf clubs and sections roughout the 
country in offering larger and larger 
money parses to attract leading pro- 
| fessional players to tournaments held 
under their jurisdiction has resulted in 

a protest from the United States Golf 
Association, the game’s controlling body 
in America. Alarmed by the possibil- 
ity of undue commercialization of the 
poses and fearing that the present ten- 

ency of increasing the amount of 
money prizes will lead a form of 
competitive bidding that will stifle the 
smaller and less opulent clubs and, at 
the same time, bring about the creation 
of a class of professional players devot- 
ing their entire time to attending tour- 
naments, the controlling body has re- 
quested its members to give the ques- 
tion of moderate awards careful con- 
sideration in the future. 

In order to call attention of clubs 
under its jurisdiction to the evils which 
threaten the game in the event of a con- 
tinuance of increasing the amount of 
prizes hung up for events, the U. 8. G. 
A.. throug 
has sent out the following communica- 
tion to clubs within i membership: 

“The Executive Committee has no- 
ticed with some misgivings the practice 
of offering unusually large puree in- 
dulged in by member clubs and sectional 
associations for the purpose of inducing 
golf professionals to compete in open 
tourmaments and exhibitions. 

“While the U. S. G. A. has no desire 
fe hinder or hamper any professional 
rom competing in prize-money tourna- 
ments or from earning money to the 
limit of his ability, nevertheless the 
present officials feel that if the practice 
now in vogue is not checked, great harm 
will be done In creating a class of pro- 
fessional players who will devote their 
entire time and attention to attending 
tournaments, 

“The Executive Committee is aware 
of the great development of the game 
of golf within the last few years, both 
by ip get age and amateurs. 

‘Tt is also aware of the keen desire 
of the ordinary golfer throughout the 
country to witness the performance of 
the leading professionals; and we as-

The second annual international 18.2 


balkling billiard tournament for the 
world’s professional championship will 
begin in the grand ballroom of the Ho- 
tel Pennsylvania at 8:15 tonight. It 
will continue until a week from tomor- 
row night. Six of the world’s leading 
players are entered and the prospect {is 
that the tournament will be productive 
of some of the best balkline that has 
ever been witnessed. 

Jake Schaefer, present champion of the 
world, will play Erich” Hagenlach»r, 
champion of Germany, in the opening 
match and, beginning tomorrow, gaines 
will be played each afternoon and even- 
ing until the schedule of fifteen matches 
has been completed. In tomorrow's 
matches Welker Cochran will meee 
Roger Conti, champion of France, anu 
Wille Hoppe will engage Edouard Hore- 
mans of Belgium, who holds the BDu- 
ropean title. All of the games will be 
of 500 points. 

Shortly after midnight last night the 
work of installing the 1,500 seats anu 
erecting the specially built table waa 
begun. That everything will be in read- 
iness when Referee Albert Cutler calls 
the men to the table to bank for the 
opening shot there is no doubt, and that 
@ capacity gallery will be present is 
equally certain. It was announced yes- 
terday that nearly all of the seats had 
been sold, and it was expected that the 
few remaining tickets would be gobbled 
up early today. 


Stakes of High Value, 


The six players are competing for the 
$1,000 diamond medal, donated by the 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender Company, to 
be emblematic of the world’s champlon- 
ship; $6,500 in cash prizes and the en- 
tire net receipts. 

With Schaefer paired against Hagen- 
lacher, the champion will be meeting a 


player who is generally regarded as the 
dark horse of the tournament. It will 
be Hagenlacher’s first appearance in 
tournament competition in this country 
but so proficient has he proved himself 
to be in his practice games and exhibi- 
tions that many qualified critics have 
expressed the opinion that the German 
will makee it highly interesting for his 
five opponents. 

Schaefer, naturally, Is the favorite. Not 
only is he favored to win the opening 
match but he is favored to repeat his 
triumph of last year when he took the 
crown from Willie Hoppe. He has been 
Playing in excellent stroke this season 
and to many who have watched him in 
action his game appears to be more ef- 
fective than a year ago. Il health 
hampered him for several years, but he 
is now in fine physical condition and 
feels confident that he will retain his 
title. Hagenlacher, on the other hand, 
is pleased with the fact that he will be 
pitted against the champion at the out- 
set. He has expressed the belief that 
he will be able to defeat Schaefer.

International Economic Prob- 
lems Which Still Remain. 


The arrival of “ Armistice Day ’’ 
last Saturday—separated by nearly as 
long a stretch of time from Nov. 11,

[Wen much financial reminiscence. | 
When Germany laid down her, arms| 
' four years ago, two predictions were 
current in the markets; one, that a 
great financial and industrial ‘‘boom’’ 
would come with termination of war 
and with replenishing exhausted sup- 
plies of goods, the other that extreme- 
ly violent world-wide trade reaction 
and fall of prices were ahead of us. It 
is not often that two such diametri- 
| cally opposite forecasts are fulfilled 
| within barely two years, but such was} 
the singular result on this occasion. 
It {is only gradually that even the | 


| 


derstand that both movements were} 


inevitable; but that by all odds the 
| major movement, in tho light of eco- | 
| nomic logic, was the great readjust- | 
| ment of 1920 and 1921, and that the} 
world in general is now, as a result 
of that readjustment, in a _ position 
where solution of the main economic 
| problems left by war is feasible. How 
| slow or how fast the process of un-| 
tangling and reconstructing will go! 
| on hereafter—whether we shall find | 
'on Armistice Day of 1923 that the| 
| whole international financial problem | 
{is clearing up—it would perhaps be| 
rash to say. But of one thing there | 
can be no question. Economic his- 
torians of the next generation will 
look back at the present year as the 
; time when America and Europe (ex- 
| cepting the Central States and Rus-| 
sia) found their feet in touch with|

| toward a normal economic status. 

| There are plenty of unsolved finan- 
| cial problems left. Of one of them 
we are reminded by an interesting oc- 
| currence of next Wednesday, when| 
the British Government’s second $50,- 
| 000,000 payment of Interest ‘to our 
| Treasury will be made. Whatever 
| else the recent extreme unsettlement 
| of European exchange rates may have 
| indicated, the disturbance was un- 
| questionably aggravated by 














these pay- 


| ments on account of semiannual in- 


| terest on the war debt to our Treas- 
ury. 
Wholly aside from the question 


| of wisdom or unwisdom in exacting 


| immediate resumption of these inter- 


| est payments, the episode illustrates 


the peculiar nature of the problem in- 
| volved in the machinery of payment. 
| It ts impossible. to doubt that in one 
way or another, whether as.a part of 
| the British Government's plan of re- 
| mittance or as a consequence of it. 
| London has drawn largely on its Con- 
tinental credit balances to build up 
credits {n the United States or to re- 
| place balances given up by London. 
It must be remembered that trans- 
fer of $100,000,000, virtually in a 
lump and in addition to the ordinary 
large remittances which come. with 
Furope’s Autumn purchases of our 
agricultural products, is a fairly large 
undertaking. In paying off the two 
$150,000,000 war loans maturing in 
1921, England had the chance of using 
collateral pledged against them. Even 
| England’s $250,000,000 share of the 
| Anglo-French maturity of 1920 was 
| largely met through use of Amer- 
| ican investment securities in the Brit-| 
| ish Exchequer’s hands. That recourse 
| was not available for this Autumn’s! 
| $100,000,000 payment. 
| England had the benefit of the large 
| weekly sales of Transvaal gold at Lon- 
|; don to New York; it had large credits 
arising from its people's foreign in- 
| vestments and their shipping services; 
| it also had large credit balances on the 
|markets of Continental Europe. Yet 
‘it had to begin the present season's 
; transaction by transferring some gold 
|from the Bank of England’s reserve; 
| we have just seen the ulterior effects 
on foreign exchange rates, and this is 
| only a semiannual payment. Another 
| hundred million must be paid on the 
| 16th of next April and May; a third 
next October and November, and so 
on until the loan matures. 
| If France were similarly to begin 
| regular interest payments on its war 
| debt to our Treasury, it would have 
ito lay down in New York $73,700,000 
;every six months. Italy would have 
'to transfer $41,200,000 in the Spring 
| and again in the Autumn. But France 
‘and Italy have at command, in the 
machinery of exchange, neither new 
, South African gold nor large foreign 
i investments, nor such foreign credit 
balances arising from export trade as 
| England has available. It {# in fact 
somewhat difficult to picture the 
course of the foreign exchanges or of 
| international trade, in the imagined 
case that all our allies of the war were 
at once to begin such payments, ne- 
cessitating, as the payment would, the 
transfer of $465,000,000 annually on 
that account. — 

This being so, and the general fi- 
nancial situation (including our new 
tariff) being what it is, nothing is 
more certain than that the Debt 
Commission will sooner or later have 
to go back to Congress with a plain 
statement of the economic dilemma. 
It is not at all a question of canceling 
the debts; it is a matter of arranging, 
with a view to the circumstances of 
the period, the terms and times of 
payment which were purposely left 
unsettled when the debts were con- 
tracted. In the natural order of 
events, the colvent nations should 
eventually fund their debts to our 
Treasury into long-term bonds which 
will be offered to American investors, 
with or without the endorsement of 
the United States Government. But 
the time is still distant when that so- 
lution of the peattem will be feaaihie.

| LONDON, Nov. 12.—The better class 
}of new industrial securities continue to 
| be eagerly absorbed in the investment 
| market, for large oversubscriptions were 
| reported last week. This attitude is 
| encouraged by talk of better trade, pre- 
dictions which seemed to be confirmed 
by the bank clearing figures for Octo- 
ber, which show a marked and signifi- 
cant change from September. The 
total of deposits was the lowest since 
the publication of monthly returns was 
resumed, at the beginning of 1921. 

The decline has been continuous since 
early this year, but October’s total of 
£1,729,413,000 shows increase of £25,500,- 
000 over September and may mark a 
definite turn of the tide. Other indica- 
tions of more active business are the 
increase of £12,250,000 in advances and 
of nearly £13,000,000 in discounts. 

To provide these increased credits, in- 
vestments held by the banks have been 
reduced £11,250,000. Given a peaceful 
settlement of the Near Eastern dispute 
there is every likelihood of further ex- 
pansion in banking credits, whose turn 
for the better is not unconnected with 
the change in our own Government.

“THE PUBLIC DEFICIT 


Believed in Financial Paris That 
the People Will Meet the 
Situati

PARIS, Nov. 12.—The situation regard- 
ing the French budget of public ex- 
penditure, which has figured largely in 
recent discussions of the declining franc, 
{s recognized on all hands as not good, 
since wen the ordinary estimates, which 
do not inolude expenditure for repara- 
tions, show a deficit that has had to be 
covered by a loan. On the other hand, 
however, it is recognized in conservative 
financial circles that, through continuing 
to improve the methods of tax collec- 
tion recently introduced, and through 
providing a few new expedients of re- 
form, the ordinary budget may easily 
be balanced within a very short time. 

As for the expenditure on reconstruc- 
tion of the devastated regions, which 
still) remains to be made and which 
amounts to 65,000,000,000 francs, repay- 
ment of all this by Germany cannot at 
present be reckoned on. But even in 
the face of Germany's default, France 
ia believed to be entirely capable of 
meeting it out of her own resources, 
through ‘consenting to great sacrifices. 

The fact must not be overlooked that, 
with a view to preparing public opinion 
for such increased taxation, the situa- | 
tion was explained in Parliament with 
such roughness and such exaggerated 
pessimism as to startle the markets. Nor 
must it be forgotten that some of the 
speakers !n Parliament who gave the | 
darkest view of the existing. situation 
are candidates for the position of Fi- 
nance Minister, and therefore had .the 
best of politcal reasons for emphasizing 
the difficulties which the present Treas- 
ury Administration had allowed to arise.

BERLIN, Nov. 12.—Settlement of rep- 
arations and restoration of normal rela- 
tions between Germany and the allica 
| powers are seriously threatened by fric- 
tion which has arisen over treatment of 
business men and residents from the al- 
lied countries within Germany. 
Germans, with the assistance of the 
Federal Govertiment and the courts, are 
increasingly violating contracts. As 
against individual ally citizens there has 
lately been a series of gross outrages by 
the police, first through the corrupt 
Housing Bureau and State and muni- 
cipal authorities, later through special 
anti-foreign taxes which are forbidden 


by the Versailles Treaty. 

A conference of Ambassadors is pre- 
paring a note of protest which will prob- 
ably end in a serious threat. The con- 
ference provisionally decided that the 
official German practice of compelling 
exporters to charge especially high 
prices for goods sent to high-exchange 
allied countries is a violation 
peace treaty. The conference is also 
considering the submitting of definite 
demands that Germany admit all ally 
eitizens as before the war without pass- 
port or visas, Germany retaining only 
her pre-war right of expelling undesir- 
able aliens. 

At present, owing to official and po- 
lice chicanery, it is impossible for any 
allied or American merchant to do busi-

ness {in Germany on equal terms with 
the Germans. In particular, the States, 
making a pretext of Article 48 of the 
Constitution, are unlawfully preventing 
foreigners from moving goods over the 
State frontiers, although Germans are 
freely doing this. The Allies will prob- 
ably require Germany to put in force 
Article 6 of the Constitution, which for- 
bids the States to erect internal cus- 
toms frontiers.

THE WILD RISE IN PRICES

continue pessimistic concerning the out- 
come of the visit of the Reparation 
Commission and the foreign’ financial 
experts to Berlin. It is believed that 
in any case negotiations will have to 
stretch over a long time before the Al- 
Mes grant a complete moratorium on de- 
liveries in cash or kind. 

The report of the foreign experts re- 
garding stabilization of the mark is, or 
the whole, approved, chiefly as showing 
an exact knowledge of the situation. It 
is fully recognized that, as the experts 
say in their report, the Reichsbank 
could redeem all present oustanding note 
circulation with its existing gold re- 
serve, at the rate of 3,000 marks to the 
dollar, the present exchange rate being 
in the neighborhood of 7,000. It is also 
pointed out in German financial circles, 
however, that on the basis of the move- 
ment of prices the present circulation 
of 469,000,000,000 marks must eventually 
be doubled, even if no fresh fall in the 
mark were to occur. 


Can Inflation Be Checked? 

This, it is argued, will be necessary 
in order to make the amount of money 
in circulation commensurate with the 
volume of business done at the higher | 
prices. Financial opinion also holds, 
however, that if the fall in the mark 
were to be checked, even such further | 
increase of circulation would net send | 
prices and wages up accordingly. This |

Wages are determined by mark = ex- |} 
change alone, whereas inflation, as the 
visiting expert Cassel maintains, fol- 
lows as a necessary and even desirable 
result of the rise of prices, 


So far as the present movement of 
prices is concerned, they are pursuing 
a headlong course upward. The Frank- 
furter Zeitung’s index of wholesale 
Prices, based on 100 for 1914, shows for 
Nov. 1 an average of 94,492—not far 
from 1,000 times the pre-war average. 
This November index number compares 
with 43,223 on Oct. 1, with 4,217 on Jan. 
1 and with 1,985 at the beginning of | 
1920. 


Headlong Rise of Prices. 





The rise in-prices during October was 
decidedly the largest of any month on 
record. For foodstuffs the average is 
given at 88,980, against 38,595 on Oct. 1. 
Leather and textiles work out at 153.896 
against 66,157, minerals at 128,982 
against 54,905, miscellaneous commddi- 
ties at 72,038 against 32,486 and finished 
goods at 57,683 against 35,025. 

At the mark's gold exchange price of 
Nov. 1, finished goods appear to have 
cost on the average only one-third of 
pre*war prices; hence jt is argued that 
Germany's potential ability to export is 
greater than ever. In iron and steel the 
rise of prices continues rapid. The 
new price of hematite iron is 95,243 
marks per metric ton, as compared with 
48;862 in the last week of October. In- 
gots have risen to 112,800 as against 
71,960 two weeks ago, and bars to 154, - 
000 as against 98.270.

FINDINGS AT BERLIN| VIEW OF OUR ELECTION 


Insistence on German ‘Self-Help’ 
Approved—Possibility of 
' Resalts.

LONDON, Nov, 12.—The first, impres- 
sion made on London financial circles 
by the plan of the majority of unof- 
ficial foreign experts at Berlin for the 
stabilising of the mark seems to be 
entirely favorable. It had been feared 


that with so many specialists around 


the patient’s bed there would be dis- 
agreement as to the necessary operation. 
It had been feared xlso that what would 
appeal to the financial mind as a pras- 
tical remedy would be unacceptable to 
the theorists whose views had been 
sought and whose earlier ideas have not 
always coincided with those of practical 
financiers either in this country or in 
America. 

Financial circles here welcome the 
experts’ flat assertion that without self- 
help nothing will or can be accomplishea 
in Germany's behalf. Furthermore, one 
point which emerges very clearly is the 
disbelief even of these economic experts 
in Germany’s own trade statistics. It 
is clearly the opinion of the experts that 
if the trade balance were actually as 
unfavorable to Germany as the Govern- 
svnent’s figures seemed to show, then 
purchase of marks by foreigners would 
have had to reach an amount In excess 
of all conceivable possibility. 


As regards the suggested level of 3,000 | 


to 3,500 marks per dollar as a basis for 
stabilization of the mark, this is a 
lower valuation than what was con- 
templated by Sir John Bradbury. In 
regard to working detalis, financial 
circles belfeve that given favorable cir- 
cumstances the project would be possible 
of fulfillment. In all responsible fi- 
nancial circles, a moratorium is 
garded as absolutely necessary, but 
there is dtstinotl verse criticism of 
the proposal to fix the length of such 
moratorium et two years. he time of 
its duration, acoording to the best Lon- 
don opinion, should be determined by 
circumstances as they arise. On this 
point financial London 1s in distinct 
agreement with the French view.

EXPLAINING THE FALL 
IN FRENCH EXCHANGE 


Paris Theories Ascrive Shortage 
of Raw Materials as Well as 
Foodstuffs. 





Mumerous theorles have been lately 
advanced in the Paris press to explain 
the fall of the franc on the foreign ex- 
change market. The shortage of food 
crops in France and the consequent 
necessity of importing much more grain 
than last year is assigned in all ex- 
planations. Some of them point out 
the more novel consideration thaf stocks 
of merchandise and raw materia‘s which 
had been accumulated in great amount 


fn France during the war and in the 
first year after the war have now been 
virtually used up. 

The consequence of this is that French 
manufacturers and merchants are this

In merchandising, scarcity of well bal- 
anced stocks, coupled with firm and ad- 
vancing prices in many lines, is the 
leading feature. Cotton goods have ad- 
vanced in sympathy with the rise in 
cotton and mills are withdrawing lines 
in anticipation of a further rise. 

Railroads continue to do a record busi- 
ness, and the distribution of cars has 
broadened in the West. Freight load- 
ings of Western roads are 5 to 15 
per cent. over last year, while Eastern 
lines are handling 35 to 580 per cent. 
more than a year ago and, having lost 
several thousands of ‘‘ boxes’’ to West- 
ern connections, are heavily short of 
equipment. 

The grain markets have developed a 
rather easier undertone and have com- 
menced to feel the effect of the pressure 
of the new Argentine crop in wheat, 
and in corn the increased movement 
of new and old crops from the interior. 
There is a large outstanding long inter- 
est in both grains held in strong hands, 
while some of the rank and file of 
traders that have been unable to make 
much headway in the market have be- 
come bearish. 

Although values reacted sharply from 
the early high point toward the latter 
part of the week, both the wheat and 
corn situations, from a statistical supply 
and demand standpoint, are regarded as 
extremely strong. But there are so 
many factors jn the situation to be 
credited that the action of the markets 
is likely to be more or less irregular. 

The world’s corn crop, as given to the 
trade the past week in the Agricultural 
Department's November estimate, was 
3,349,000,000 bushels, a decrease of 371,- 
000,000 bushels from last year—the 
smallest, with two exceptions, during 
the past thirteen years and about 400,- 
000,000 bushels under the average of 
recent years. s 

The world’s supply and demand for 
wheat,seem to be very closely baJanced, 
even on’ the basis of reduced consump- 
tion in Europe. The lack of specula- 
tive interest, however, is so apparent 
that statistics are not given the con- 
sideration they would command under 
normal conditions. 

There is every indication of an _ in- 
crease in the consumption of wheat in 
this country this year. This is probably 
due to some extent to the fact that flour 
prices are low. The keen demand for 
feedstuffs enables the mills to sell 
flour cheaper. 

As compared with the close of the 
previous week, wheat finished on Friday 
% cent lower to ™% higher, the latter 
on the July. Corn was unchanged on 
December and 5, cent higher on the 
May and July, while oats were % cent 
lower to 14 higher.

This 
was an increase of 12,890 over the 
previous week’s total, and compares 
with 146,070, the high-record for 1920, 
reached on sept. 1 of that year. 

This shortage has been felt particu- 
larly in the Northwest, it was pointed 
out by executives who have been study- 
ing conditions. The situation in: that 
region is described as the most acute i 
history, and officlals state that imme- 
diate action must be taken to expedite 
the return from Eastern carriers cf box 
and refrigerator cars, or there will be 
actual suffering. 

A flood of telegrams ‘and letters is 
said to be in evidence in every general 
office in the West, chiefly from grain, 
potato and fruit growers, pleading for 
box and refrigerator cars.

In short, the dealer does not 
take the left-over, as department store 
buyers are frequently forced to do in|]

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The meteorolo- 
gical chart of 8 P. M. Sunday showed an 
erea of high pressure of great magnitude 
over the West and Northwest, with its cen- 
tre over the Northern Rocky Mountain re- 
sion, where the barometer read higher than 
80.80 inches. It also showed an area of high 
pressure of diminishing magnitude over the 
Southeastern States and an aroa of relative- 
ly low pressure over the Mississippi Valley 
and the West Gulf Btates. 

The weather remained mild during Sunday 
Generally east of the Mississippi River and 
in the West Gulf States, while much colder 
weather has overspread the Plain States and 
cold weather continued over the Rocky Moun- 
tain and plateau regions. 


The disturbance over Texas Saturday night 
moved slowly northeastward with diminish- 
ing intensity, but its influence has been 
widespread, producing general rains in the 
regions of the Great Lakes, the Mississippi 
Valley, the Middle Plains States und the 
West Gulf States and snows in the Northern 
Plain States and the Rocky Mountain re- 
gion. Heavy snows fell in parts of Wyo- 
ming, Eastern Colorado and extreme West- 
ern Kansas, and there were heavy rains in 
Eastern Kansas, Oklahoma, Eastern Nebras- 
ka and the Central Mississippi Valley States.
